First for those of you that have been waiting for my Fox report I 
apologize. I thought I had posted it last week but for some reason 

it never showed up on the list. So here is a reprint of what I thought 
I had posted. Thanks for a great time. 


Sorry not to get this posted sooner but after a great time as the fox 
Wed. night I was so excited that I could not get to sleep until almost 
1 

AM EST and then I woke up at 6 for work. This work thing gets in the 
way 

at times. Let me give you my reflections on the fox hunt. 


1. I need to improve my CW skills some more. This is the first 
time I have every been on the receiving end of a large pileup and I have 
a lot of respect for the guys that do it for days on end. 


2. As far as operating here is what I tried to do. I did not want 
to work split but I did use my RIT to go up and DOWN about 600 Hz (some 
times it better to call below). I tried to keep my filter set at 
300Hz. 

I felt this was a good compromise between hearing too many signals and 
not hearing any. 


3. Someone mentioned I waited and picked up the late callers. I 
didnt do that intentionally it just happened that way. 


4. I'm glad that everyone could follow me when I had to QSY. I 
learned that a station 30db over S9 300 Hz away is a little too much for 
my filters to handle. I think I will get that 180 Hz IF filter (this is 
a hint as to what kind of rig I was using). 


5. My and is a Delta Loop Vertcal (maybe a little slope but not 
much). The loop is 3/4 on 80 meters and 1/8 of twin lead to a 1:1 
balun. 

I used an AEA SWR computer when I put the ant up. What a great way to 
set up an ant. No running to the shack to check one frequency at a 
time. Finally, the rig was a Kenwood TS 570D and the keyer was the 
CMOS II. Yes it did send DK instead of BK. 


I will post the results later today or tomorrow. I have to 
transcibe my chicken scratch ;-)

Here is the easiest and fastest way that I have found to clean antenna 


aluminum. Use Eagle one mag wheel cleaner in the green labelled bottle. It 
is an acid based cleaner that will clean all the oxidation from your aluminum. 
Simply spray on and allow to work for a few minutes. Then hose off the 
remainder. Your aluminum will have a clean but dull finish. If you want the 
aluminum to shine, as I do, Simply rub with light steel wool until like new 
luster returns. I have cleaned several yagis in this manner with excellent 
results. To clean the inside of the elements, I cut 400 grit sand paper into 
a circle that is just slightly larger than the aluminum opening. I place the 
round paper on the end of a shaft made for drills with a small bolt in the end. 
I spin the sand paper for a short time until the aluminum shines. I coat all 
interlacing aluminum with nol-ox, an electrical compound that you can pick up 
at Home Depot or any electrical outlet. The antennas go up and they work 
great. I'm a _ perfectionist but a lazy one! hi hi.. 73 and good luck de

didn't have a lot of time for the contest this weekend as my GrandSon 


was in the Hospital for part of the weekend and I had to help out with 
transportation and visiting duties. 


I did manage 11 hours overall. 87 QSO's 54 SPC and a final Score of 
211,680 if I did the math right. 


On 80M I used ONLY the 80M Horiz. Loop which is about 300+ Ft overall 

and at a height of 35-45 feet in the Oak trees for the most part. 

It is fed in the SW Corner with some old Computer LAN Cable (RG-59 TYPE) 
his seems to put a major lobe right into UK/Europe on 15 Meters when the 
Band is Open. It also seems to do well to the Great NW when used on Bands 
above 80M. I use an MFJ-941D ATU on both Antennas. That allows me to 
switch quickly between either one and "Tune" either as well. 


I might add that this antenna was origionally (5yrs ago) a classic W1FB 
"SKYWIRE LOOP" 70.5 Ft on each side in a Perfect Square the whole thing 
nicely at 45 feet and fed in the SW corner with the RG-59 Type Coax. 
Roughly about 75-80 feet to the rig. 


Then it became an "AOG Loop" (A phrase that I picked up from G3RIV, Rev. 
George Dobbs). That is where The SE Antenna Tower was Drastically Modified 
by an "ACT of GOD". I lost most of the tree in a bad wind storm, with some 
help form the "WoodPeckers". I cut the remains off with my chainsaw and 
Used some Gutter Spikes to fasten a 12 Foot Treated 2 X 4 to the 6 foot 
stump. he result was having the one (SE) corner down at about 15 foot. 


Hey, don't laugh, it worked fine for several years. It was further 
modified this year. The Stump and 2 X 4 fell down in the last storm. 

That was last Winter. I made emergency repairs by replacing the South 
section of the loop (75 FT) with a length of #14 Stranded Insulated 

House wire with a rough estimated length of 77 £t. (My Reach is approx 
5.5 FT (same as Height) X 14) Close enuff for field work. Actually 

it might have come out to closer to 80 FT. It also has an altered path 

in the SE corner. it just kindof hangs up in the branches with the help 
of a bit of stringand a sinker attached to the origional corner insulator. 


You are probably wondering by now when I will get to the point. 


The Interesting part of all this is that the Darn thing works better than 
ever. each stage in it's life has been an improvement. Mostly dumb luck 
I will admit, but I will take whatever help I can get. :%) 


The Other Loop is also a Doug DeMaw, W1FB design. It was called the 
Novi-loop It can be found in the ARRL Antenna Anthology p98 and It 
Origionally appeared in QST. Can't recall exactly, but the Anthology is 
Copyright 1978. The Loop is 44 Ft across the top and bottom with 27 FT 
sides. The top wire is at 35 ft and the bottom is at 7 FT off AGL. 

the Feed is in the center of the bottom using a length of 75 ohm coax 
as a "Q" section matching section. and a random length of 50 ohm cable 
to the rig. 


I arranged a helper line of Dacron to connect between the center insulator 
where the feed attaches and then to a free line insulator of nylon plastic 
on the top wire then on up to a convient tree near the midsection of the 
antenna. this allows the Antenna to maintain its shape and support the 
weight of the coax with out undue stress during storms etc. 

I used Olive Drab/Black DACRON Ropes to support it all. They hold up to 
the UV much better than Nylon. The ropes go up to a reasonably high 
branch and then all way back down to within 5 ft from the base of the 
tree. I leave excess coiled and put in plastic bag. Makes it handy to 

be able to lower the loop for maintenaince. (Periodic Antenna Waxing). 
Don't laugh ifin ya ain't tryed it. :%) 


My Classic Loop uses RG8X for the 50 Ohm Feed (About 75 FT) and 

a section of Military grade RG/11 for the matching section. Double 
Female Connectors are used for the Splice and all is well taped and 
sealed. I also used another rope to keep the coax off the ground. 

It (The Coax Feed) leaves the antenna at 90 degrees and heads straight 
toward the house via a notch in a tree at about 50 FT UP. Did I say 
that I have a number of Oak Towers in my back yard? Not a big yard, 
but the part behind the house is 75 FT Square. Ie. an 80M back yard 
behind a 40M House, but that is yet another story. 


I guess that just about describes the layout here. Oh yes, the 40M 
Loop is about 10 Ft off the Ground which is Beltsville Sand/Gravel 
Pits. Very poor ground which I have always thought served to enhance 
the loop preformance. It acts as though it is higher than it really is 
or so it seems. I should draw this up and send it to one of our QRP-L 
Antenna Experts for Analysis. The Loop runs E/W and is used mostly 

for New England QRP Nets. 


I am not real big on the theory, I just try to get them to work. 


Now for some of what you asked about. The 40M loop actually beat out 

the 80M loop on 20 & 15 this time. I was a bit surprised at this since 
most of them were right off the ends of it. 

I only made 4 QSOs on 15. I am sure that I would have done better but for 
my available time/timing. I worked WY, AZ, MD, CO. on 15 all on the 40M 
loop. I also heard WA7LNW on 40M, but just couldn't break the pileup with 
1 watt :*) "Not for Lack of Trying" I did catch him on 15. I got AEOQQ/7 
for WY on 15. also on 20. K1EQA was my CO QSO on 15. I got 549 & 559 

on the 15M QSOs. Of course they were Real 559's :%) 


Now on 20 Meters, I do have a better feel for the difference beween 

the two antennas. I tryed the tuner on both of them at first. Then I 
found that The 40M loop worked about as well with out the extra matching 
help. This allowed me to peak the match on 20M on the 80M loop and then 
instantly switch over to the 40M loop for comparison. 


Wonder of wonders, Many of the barely readable Western States on the 80M 
loop were 559 or better on the 40M loop. I had never noticed this before 
as I don't spend much time on 20M these days. In fact, I havn't even been 
on 20 save for the annual qrp test in the past few years. Even then 

I only got on for the TCN QRP Net after the contest. I have been running 
LO Band for the past few contests. 


This time I was hoping to work a few UK friends, but just couldn't put in 
the air time at the right time of day. 


My first 4 QSOs on 20 were WY,WA,OR,CO. followed by MD,AR,IL,ME,KS,GA,MN, 
VA,ID,SD,CA, and my only DX YU (VY1JA) 


I heard VE6GK, on 20 I think or maybe 40. I definately remember being on 
the 40M loop. He was 329-439 with QSB. I hung in there about Half an hour 
trying. 


I worked Ade Weiss, WORSP in SD on 20 M Big time QSB on the end of that 
one. Some times we forget that we are only running A QRPp "mW Gallon" 
(1000mW). :%) 


QSB often provides that bit of reality check. Hey when the Wattmeter 
Swings up to Full Scale. It feels just the same on the "1 Watt Scale" 
as it Does on The 100 Watt or KW Scale for that matter. 


Milliwatts are a limit, only if you let them be. It is a mind over force 
thing. :%) 


Well Jack, I hope some of this will be found worthwhile. 
Jack, are you still there? :%)

Hello to the "List" 
I've done a fair share of covert and overt MF/HF wire antennas. 


The W3EDP design is nothing magical. The length of the antenna and 

counterpoise may be a good combination for matching on some bands without RF 
on the equipment. It's length is enough for it to produce a similar signal 
and pattern close enough to that of a dipole or 1/4 to 3/4 wavelengths wire. 


I have used other wire/counterpoise lengths in my antennas and these worked 
well. 


If your tuner is a high-impedance one such as a tapped parallel tank, or an L 
network- you may prefer antenna lengths which avoid 1/4 wavelength or 
multiples. If you use a typical Ham "T" network (MFJ, etc) then you may 
have to search for antenna lengths which are not high impedance (1/2 
wavelength or multiples). 


With the EDP and other end-feds, there will be some directivity off the ends 
of the wire as you go higher in frequency. 


Don't be afraid to try other antenna/counterpoise length combinations.

This is QRP, kind of. 


A few weeks ago, I made my own battery packs and put a couple PRC-126 
military radios on the air. I had my first 6M QSO ever with a ham friend a 
few miles away. Today I was working in a communications site in the 
mountains overlooking Los Angeles. I called CQ on 52.525 and got an answer 
from a ham near LAX... that's about 25 miles, not DX! My contact instantly 
recognized my 150 Hz "PL" tone (found in most military FM radios) and he 
happened to be a fan of green radios also. 


Nice to do a little hilltopping and go QRP/P on 6 meter FM. 


Radio info: 

The PRC-126 covers 30.000 to 87.975 MHz in 25 Khz increments. 

The radio chassis is about 1.5" x 4" x 9" 

Power output varies from 1 to 2.5 watts, depending on battery voltage (12 - 
18V). 

There are 10 preset channels via a rotary switch and new channels may be 
programmed via front panel controls. Squelch is an internal pot. Because of 

the wideband nature of the '126, there is an antenna control for 50-ohm 
external antennas and A-B-C-D-E selections for matching a whip. The radio 
has a 10" "rubber duckie" antenna (not that hot for VHF lowband) or a 
goose-neck and 44" blade antenna. 

The radio has a local speaker-mike but I prefer to use a standard H-250 
handset. 

Modulation is a little wide, 10-12 KHz peaks, but mil radios will "talk to" 5 
Khz Ham and commercial radios. The radio was mfg. by Magnavox and possibly 
other contractors during the early 1990s. The radio was used by scouts, 
tankers, special ops and special forces. 


I'm thinking that we mil radio nuts should find a monitoring and calling 
channel, compatible with the older 50-khz increment radios like the RT-524 or 
PRC-77..... Leave the radio in "new squelch" ( full CTCSS) and monitor all

Also, I used 
Q-Tips (tm) to clean the inside of the arms before inserting the 
bearing in order to remove FLITZ particles, dust, metal shavings, 
etc. to make extra sure the most critical part of the paddle was 
protected. 


No two paddles will be alike due to the several thousand paint 
colors and paddle mods (I used Mahogany painted white to contrast 
the blue base) forthcoming from this group and others. 


Remember that there only 2,000 kits to be sold, at the present time 
that is the number, so don't wait too long. This is not a sales 
pitch on my part I just hate seeing email later about missed 
opportunities. We might see the start of another business venture 
opportunity here.

Hey, anybody that wasn't there missed a great display of homebrew 
gear. Some looked like laboratory prototypes, almost. Beautiful. 


My entry was the least consequential there, so I decided to have some 
fun with it. Using Steve, KD1JV's ideas for an acoustic filter based 
on a drinking glass, I brought mine. 


A green plastic tumbler with thick walls, a small speaker inside held 

in place with two L brackets and hot glue (more on this later), RG174 

out a small hole in the back, and two spacers with screws at the front 
to hold it up and keep it from rolling. 


One of the rules of the competition was that you had to provide a 


written description of what your entry was, and what it did. Seeing 
this, I licked my chops and went for it. 


The following is the description I provided. 
THE INCREDIBLE GREEN CODE PROJECTOR 


This device, developed through many trials under tight security and 
stringent budgetary constraints, represents the most modern 
implementation of ancient and well-tried principles. It has been in 
continuous service since its development, but until now it has been 
seen by only a select few. 


Very high quality components were used in attaining the outstanding 
performance of this device. Notice the compact, rigid housing which 
minimizes losses due to flexing, and provides directional output. 


The internal audio reproducer was obtained through clever subterfuge. 
The supplier thought his box of premium junque held nothing of 
particular value. Knowing the true capabilities of this device, I 
carefully sighted down my nose while checking the contents of his 
container, agreeing there really was nothing of particular value 
there. Thus, for a ridiculous sum, I was able to make off with the 
essential beating heart of the Incredible Green Code Projector. 


Enlightened mechanical engineering principles made possible a minimum 
parts count. The two front aiming devices position this device 
accurately to deliver maximum sound pressure to the operator, while 
providing a stable base. Modern bonding technology was used to secure 
the internal audio reproducer to its mounts, further reducing the 
parts count. 


This acoustic filter, for such is its function, peaks at an astounding 
600 Hz, right where it will do the most good in my cw operations. 
Pure serendipity, but amateur research is full of it. 


This filter exhibits outstanding brick wall performance at dc and at 
20 kHz, absolutely nothing being audible beyond these points. A 
versatile device, it has been field tested with the audio output of a 
NorCal 40 at one extreme, and the output of a QRP Plus at the other. 
Even very modest QRP signals were easily heard. 


Its extreme efficiency makes it appear to amplify a received signal, a 
capability heretofore thought only available with active devices in 
complex circuits. Cw signals centered in the passband are clearly 
audible. 


Due to the sensitive nature of this discovery and its implementation 


in The Incredible Green Code Projector, observers are requested to 
avoid taking pictures. Only those with a sincere interest in QRP cw 
operation are qualified to know the inner secrets of this device.
